LOADING INSTRUCTIONS 


. Insert BASIC cartridge into the slot of your Atari 400/800 computer. 
Turn on computer, insert program cassette into recorder.

2. Player vs. Player

To select speed, move joystick either left or right. 

(LEFT — Slower, RIGHT — Faster)
